We cannot too often remind ourselves that 
during these war-years we are facing a situation 
which is by all odds the most critical’ in our 
history. If the prospects before us upon this 
Dominion Day.are brighter than they were a 
year ago, and much brighter than they were In 
the fateful years of 1940 and 1941, it is never- 
theless true that the road ahead of us is still 
beset with grave peril. ‘The first Dominion Day 
opened a new chapter in. imperial development 
Today we are at w with an enemy who almed 
At the disruption and ruirf of the British Empire, 
root an&@ branch 

Apart from the imperial connection Canada 
as a political organization cannot be properly 
Understood. A study of origins takes us to a 
remote past. A knowlédge of the social and 
economic Conditions existing in British North 
America jn pre-Confederation days will help 
Ua tO appreciate the difficulties confrgqnting-the 
Statesmen of that period in their task of laying 
the foundations af the new Dominion 

Before 1867 the term “Canada” applied ex- 
elusively to the country watered by the St. Law- 
rence. It had no application whatever to the 


maritime regions of New Brunswick and Nova | 


Scotia, or to the great Western territories of 
Rupert's Land and the Pacifie slope. Distances 
were greal and there .w little intercourse be- 
tween these communities. In the Canada of that | 
day, political affairs, never satisfactory 
aince the Union of Upper and Li Canada in 
1840, had latterly become difficult in the ex- 
treme. Political rivalry was keen, There were 
ho less than seven political parties or factions 
During one period of three troubled years there 
were four short-lived ministries and two general 
elections, In June, 1864, another election seemed | 
inevitable, but at that juncture the leading men 
of all parties resolved to rise above party In- 
terests and join together in the project of unit- 
ing the parts of British North America 
on a fegieral basis. In the result, the Dominion 
of Canada, comprising four provinces, Ontario 
Quebec, New Brunswick, and Nova Scotia, came 
into existence in accordance with the provisions 
of an Imperial the British North 
America Act, 1867 

It is important to notice that no new element 
Wa, Introduced structure ex- | 
cept the federal principle. In all other respects 
the\ constitution of the new Dominion was the | 
same as that which existed in the several prov- | 
inces, No break in continuity was contemplated | 
and none took place. Public affairs continued | 
to be conducted along the traditional lines of | 
British constitutional: usage, The B.N.A, Act! 
atated clearly in its preamble that the constitu- 
tion of the Dominion was to be that of the 
Mother Country. The Act itself, sometimes er 
roneously spoken of as the Canadian Constitu- 
tion, is simply one of the written instruments 
of a constitution that is chiefly unwritten and 
that Involves a great variety of traditional | 
customs, pratices, conventions, and understand- | 
ings in the ght of which the government of | 
the country is carried on 

Confederation was the work of a far-seeing 
group of ataleamen, There had been 
sentiment‘in tts favor in the Maritimes or 
Lower Canada. The people of Upper Canada 
desired it, but elsewhere the attitude was one 
of indifference with perhapa a slight tendency 
to hostility, The people of the several provinces 
were not invited to express their opinion by vote! 
beforehand -or—asked- to ratify it afterwards. | 
In the Maritimes, however, discontent developed 
and of the nineteen Nova Scotia members of the 
first Dominion Parliament eighteen were pledged 
to work for the repeal of the BNA, Act. Grad- 
ually. however, better feeling prevatl And the
